On South Tenth street is an aged
Ionian suffering for tne necessities of
life, who is too poor to enter the Mar-

garet Smith Home for Aged Women,
and too proud to seek admission to the
Home for Friendless Women. This
woman is, with the exception of a
profligate, drunken son, alone in the
World.

For years she has lived practically
olone In her little home. This little
cottage is kept scrupulously neat, but
today, despite the care taken of it by
the aged woman, one can detect abject
poverty on entering it. There is no
fuel to keep the little home warm and
tnere is only a small amount of food j

fctored within, to serve as a barrier
against the wolf which constantly
waits at the door.

The aged woman has, those who
luiow her best say, only one fault-t- hat

is her generosity. She is a de-

voted member of a certain church and
for years a good part of the small
amounts of money which have come
into her possession, have gone into its
contribution baskets. Recently the
destitute circumstances of the aged
woman was brought to the attention
of the church. It was suggested that
the church raise $100 to secure her ad-

mission to the Margaret Smith Home.
The required amount was not raised.

The case of this deserving womau,
is only one of a number of others that
can be cited. The money which the
Palladium is now raising among its

It is to be deplored that some mem-ver- s

of various local charitable organ-

in the controversy, resulting in the
order issued by the railroad commis-
sion September 23, was filed by the
Richmond Commerc'al club. Local
